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Prices  paid  for  American  "barreled  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction 
On  Wednesday,  January  30,  were  slightly  higher  for  some  varieties  and 
slightly  lower  for  others  but  prices  for  boxed  apples  were  all  slightly 
above  last  week's  levels,  according  to  a  cable  received  in  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr.  Edwin  Smith, 
the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins 
were  in  liberal  supply  but  all  other  barreled  apples  were  in  light  sup- 
ply.   Supplies  of  Hood  River  Newtowns  were  liberal  but  other  boxed  var- 
ieties were  in  light  to  moderate  supply- 
Most  of  the  Virginia  Yorks  continued  in  variable  condition,  many 
of  the  offerings  showing  a  considerable  amount  of  scald.    Fruit  in  good 
condition  ranged  from  $7.30  to  $7.42  as  against  $7.30  to  $7.54  last  week 
for  U.S.  No.  1,  2|r  inch  stock.    Supplies  of  Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins 
were  liberal,  but  good  condition  U.S.  No.  1,  2\  inch  stock  ranged  from 
$7.30  to  $8.27  per  barrel.    This  price  is  equivalent  to  approximately 
$5.05  to  $5.96  f.o.b,  Winchester T    There  was  a  good  demand  for  New  York 
Rhode  Island  Greenings,  U.S.  No.  1,  2^  inch  stock  in  good  condition  sell- 
ing at  from  $5.81  to  $7.79  per  barrel.     This  is  equivalent  to  approxi- 
mately $4.59  to  $5.51  f.o.b.  Rochester. 

There  was  an  active  demand  during  the  auction  for  Oregon  Spitzen- 
bera-s.    Extra  Fancy  150/175  fruit  ranged  from  $3.16  to  $3.23  per  box. 
The  same  size  and  grade  of  Washington  Jonathans  brought  $3,41.    The  de- 
mand is  improving  for  Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns,  Hood  River  stock  having 
ranged  from  $2.92  to  $3.16  per  box  for  Extra  Fancy  150/175  fruit  as 
against  $2.80  to  $3.10  last  week.
